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DETAILED ACTION 



Status of the Claims 

i 

Claims 1, 5-7, 11, 14, and 15 have been canceled. Claim 16 has been added. 
Claims 2-4, 8-10, 12, 13, and 16 are pending. Any objection or rejection not expressly repeated 
has been withdrawn. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 2-4, 8-10, 12, 13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over BOECK et al (AH) in view of BURTON et al (CBB), as set forth in the 

previous Office action. Newly added claim 16 is included in this rejection. 

The invention is as set forth in the previous Office action. Newly added claim 16 

incorporates previously limitations. 

Applicant's arguments filed September 29, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 

not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument appears to be that BOECK does not teach the spinosad:dispersant 
ratio recited in the claims. This assessment is based on the fact that example 13C of BOECK is 
outside of the claimed weight ration of 3: 1 to 1 :5. The examiner agrees that this particular 
embodiment is outside of this range. However, the reference teaches a wider range of weight 
ratios. See col 25, lines 21-33. (Although this passage refers to "surfactants," these are 
compounds that are defined by Applicant as dispersants.) These ranges would allow for 
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spinosad:dispersant weight ratios of 3:1 to 1:1. The overlapping range presents a prima facie case 
for obviousness. 

Applicant further cites data regarding formulations with and without a dispersant, and 
that the formulations with a dispersant display unobvious advantages. However, BOECK does 
teach the use of a dispersant, as acknowledged by Applicant. Therefore, this comparison does not 
appear to be germane.
